FACTS ABOUT CALIFORNIA 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


Isidore Jacobs, president of Hie California can­ 
neries company la authority for the statem ent that 
"The total pack of California canned fruit for 191J 
can be estimated! at about 5,500,000 cases, of a market 
value of about 815,000,000. Of this the foreign trade 
has taken approximately 1,500,000 cases, of a value 
of about $5,(JDO.OO. 
The total pack of California 
canned vegetables is estimated a t about 3,000,000 
erases, of which a very small percentage was export­ 
ed. The approximated value of this pack was about 
$6,000,000. 
The total combined pack of Crflifornla 
fruit and vegetables was 8,500,000 cases, or about 
200.000.000 cans, of an approximate value of about 
921.000.000. It m ust be borne in mind,” he continues, 
“that the fruit canning industry of California uses 
but a small portion of the fruit crop of the State, 
ranging all the way from 15 to 30 per cent, accord­ 
ing to the variety of fruit. 
The bqlk of the fruit 
is dried or shipped fresh. The season of 1914 showed 
total shipm ents of fresh deciduous frflits to be about 
2500 cars more than in 1913, or a total of about 
30,000 tons increase, but the gross returns are esti­ 
mated bo have been over |3 ‘,000,000 less than in 
1913, 
The pack of canned goods this year is a 
record pack. 
Orange county’s chile crop for the present year 
will amount to very close to $350,000, according to 
estimates of growers at Garden Grove, which to the 
heart of the industry in this county. The production 
of pimentos will reach approximately 1400 tons at 
$20 per ton. 
About 2000 tons of green California 
chile pods will be produced, bringing an average price 
of $18 per tom. Of dry California pods at an average 
price of 8 cents per pound there will be produced 
about 800 tons, while 1000 tons of evaporated Mexican 
chile pods w ill be produced, valued at about 9 cents 
per pound. Scattered lotB of chile of various varieties 
throughout the country will bring the total up to very 
close to $350,000. Fifteen tons of green chile's have 
been harvested from an acre but the average produc­ 
tion is eight to ten tons per ace. 
H. H. Henderson, engineer in chief for the Ander- 
son-Cottonwood irrigation district, Shasta county, 
submitted his general reporfto the board of directors 
at a meeting. The district, he finds, includes 32,000 
acres of land. His estimate of cost, which includes 
all the preliminary expenses, the cost of rights of 
way and the best type of construction, is $350 000. 
The cost per acre will be $11.25. The cost per acre 
per year for water, once the system is completed, 
will be between $1.15 and $1.30. The plans call for a 
canal and tunnel, the latter at the Redding end, where 
the w ater is diverted at from the river, th at will 
carry 17,600 inches of water, or enough to cover 
every acre in the district one foot deep every ten 
days. 
. * 
Division Manager Black of the California Fruit 
Growers Association, stationed in New York, declares 
that California lemons arriving now in the metropolis 
are the finest quality ever grown. 
“In connection 
with the production of lemons in California,’’ said 
Mr. Black, “there Is an acreage in sight which will 
produce in a few years approximately 16,000 cars. In 
view of the fact that the normal consumption in the 
United States is reported to be in the neighborhood 
of 12,000 cars per year, It to clearly evident that 
California will soon be prepared to supply all the 
lemons consumed in the United States and Canada, 
tnd have a few cars left for export. 
Six thousand carloads of vegetables, which will 
return the growers $1,860,000, is the output of the 
California vegetable Union this season, the figures 
being given out by W. S. O’Neil, president of the 


Union. His figures segregated show the 600 carloads 
of vegetables will comprise 2500 of celery, worth 
$200 a car; 200 of lettuce at $325; 400 of tomatoes 
at $750; 500 of cauliflower at $250; 400 of cabbage 
at $250; 200 of onions at $500; 500 of potatoes at 
$300; 300 of cassabas at $300, and of mixed small 
vegetables 1000 cars averaging $400 per car. 
It is 
believed this year will record about IO per cent great­ 
er production than that of 1913. 
> 
Riverside Portland Cement Company lias purchased 
one thousand acres of cement and lime rock lands 
in the Springville district, Tulare county, and will, 
it is said, erect a big plant there. The land purchased 
is about eleven miles above the townsite of Spring­ 
ville. It is stated that the purchase was made large­ 
ly because of the fact that it is remote from im­ 
proved ranches and orchards. The Southern Qallfor- 
nia plant has been fighting perennial lawsuits brought 
by owners of orange groves, who have set up the con­ 
tention that the dust from the cement grinders in­ 
jured their property. There is no orchard tract near 
enough to the Springville property to be effected. 
Since the first of October, 44,467 tons of 1914 raisins 
have been shipped out of California, or more than 40 
per cent of the entire crop, according to figures just 
received by the Associated Raisin Company of Fres­ 
no'. The shipments thus far this year exceed those 
of last year by about 11,500 tons. The total shipments 
for October and November, 1913, were 32,950 tons. 
Shipments out of California for October were 33,135 
tons aB against 24,407 for the same month in 1913, 
a gain of 8665 tons. Shipments for November were 
11,332 tons, as against 8484 for November, 1913, a 
gain of about 2850 tons. 
At the convention of olive growers at Yuba City, 
this week Professor W. S. Ogles of the State Univer­ 
sity, was the principal speaker. Professor Oglesby 
is an authority on the olive and explained the new 
method of preparing olive seed. 
A mechanical de­ 
vice for preparing olive seed for planting was ex­ 
hibited, which device can be made without cost by 
any grower, and through its use experiments have 
proved that olive trees can be made to mature sooner. 
Formulas for pickling olives and other matters of 
Interest were discussed. 
Irrigation District Association of California in con­ 
vention at Tulare decided upon several m atters of 
legislation and appointed a committee consisting of 
John A. Orr of Turlock, chairman; J. B. Trask of 
Modesto, W. O. Hamilton of Imperial, Charles Samp­ 
son of La Mesa, Peter Schulp of Alta, C. E. Steinegul 
of South San Joaquin, and J. M. Murtha of Oakdale, 
who will confer with the legislature regarding mat­ 
ters of importance to irrigation districts. A law to 
make irrigation bonds more salable was strongly 
urged. 
Officials of the Agricultural Department learned 
something new of the possibilities offered for the 
cultivation of semi-tropical fruits in Northern Cali­ 
fornia upon a recent visit to the Sunny Slope Nur­ 
series at Bangor, near Oroville, Butte county. They 
found growing there such tropical fruits as 
the 
avocado or alligator pear, the carob, the guava, the 
feijoa, the cherimoya and the phytolacca arborea or 
Tree of the Gods. 
Parcel post continues to flood Weaverville from 
Redding at the rate of about five tons a day. The 
total receipts for the months of September, October 
and November were 346,122 pounds, or 173 tons. The 
contractor receives $2.10 per IOO .pounds. 
His re­ 
ceipts for the three months were $8378. Five eight- 
horse teams are engaged in the parcel post service. 
They are allowed four days to make the*trip of fifty- 
one miles.

When the

Exposition opens 
in 
February in the big California building the fifty-eight 
counties in the State will have ready displays which 
will compete with states and nations of the world. 
Tho cost or installing and assembling these ex­ 
hibits in Hie second largest building on the exposition 
grounds will exceed one and a quarter million dol­ 
lars. 
Speaking of the exhibit to be made the San 
Francisco Chronicle says: 
“in order that s«x*tioiiB of Hie State having similar 
interests might be represented in combined displays, 
the State has been divided into six chief groups, 
each under management of a special commission. 
These are th** Sacramento Valley and Mountain 
Counties Association, of sixteen counties, which is 
installing one of the most costly and beautiful of 
displays, occupying an area 200 by 140 feet in the 
northwest corner of the vast hall; the Southern 
California Commission, with all of the seven lower 
counties, whose wonderful display occupies a space 
185 by ninety-one feet. fronting the main southern 
entrance to the California building; Hie San Joaquin 
Valley Association, adjoining the Southern group on 
the west, with an equal amount of space; tile eight 
central coast counties, with a space of 18.) by nine­ 
ty five feet in the southwestern cornier these eight 
counties having senarate exhibits within one huge 
booth; the north-of-the-bay counties, three in number, 
with an cast corner; and a mountain group of lour 
counties, occupying a similar area. 
Beside 
these 
groups are the individual counties displays—some of 
them install* d at an expend of ar high as $100,Oho 
each 
including Santa Barbu va. Marin, Contra Costa, 
Kern and Tulare, Sierra, Inyo, Mono, I,ake and 
ethers. 
"Southern California will make a wonderful im- 
pression with her display of citrus fruits and honey 
particularly, and Hie transparencies that encircle Hie 
pillar alone will cost thousand of dollars. Another 
feature of Hie southern display is Hie beautiful open- 
air bungalow built at a cost of $10,000, to be used 
as a lost. room and to contain the offices of the 
commission. 
“Among tile attractive displays will be those of 
Marin and Napa counties, both following schemes 
unique iii exposition work, each showing a number 
of large bridges, the arches of actual rock to be 
built by' Hie county road supervisors, to be used as 
the entrances. 
Marin also is showing a panorama of 
Mt. Tamalpais, extending to tile ceiling, with large 
redwood trees flanking tile entrances to the display. 
"The big things of the State also are exemplified 
by Mendocino's huge redwood tree twenty feet in 
diameter by forty feet long, hollow; its entire in­ 
terior space utilized as an art gallery for tile paint­ 
ings of her artistic sons. The inside finish is beauti­ 
fully executed in redwood. 
Much credit, according 
to ^gilbert, is due the three redwood counties, Sono­ 


ma,Mendocino and Humboldt, and to Dr. Thomas 
MacClay of the counties commission for Hie remark­ 
able display of redwood lumber used in Hie booth 
construction built at a cost of $17,000, as well as 
in tile display proper. 
The long, fluted columns of 
curly redwood burl give tho facade unique distinc­ 
tion. 
“One of the most striking of the displays is that 
made by San Mateo county. It occupies a circular' 
rotunda in the center of its section, and will be 
decorated with characteristic fruits and flowers. The 
remarkably comprehensive display assembled by the 
sixteen Sacramento Valley counties deserves a ehaj>- 
ter to itself. 
It is being decorate^ with tw'o car­ 
loads of statuary and plaster ornaments designed 
by the famous sculptor Rupert Schmid, and will in­ 
clude some artistic effects never before attempted 
at an exposition. 
Statues of Marshall, the discov­ 
erer of gold and of California guiding the bear will 
•will he features. Each of the counties or groups will 
have its own moving picture theater in the 168,000 
feet devoted to the fifty-eight counties. 
"In connection with the displays ye i 11 he dozens of 
county pageants, on sea and laud, and during the 
first two months of the exposition no less tho® fifty 
special county days will he dedicated to these unit 
other great symbolical and historical festivals and 
pageants. 
These exposition pageants will he ampli­ 
fications in many instances of the annual celebra­ 
tions peculiar to the various California cities and 
regions, which for many years have been presented 
ou an increasing scale. 
For example, ii is expected 
that there will be some of the old mission plays 
of Hie south ami central sections, the river pageant 
dramas of Santa Cruz, the apple shows of Sebastopol 
and Watsonville, the forest dramas of Carmel, a 
great floral festival by Hie southern counties, based 
on the New Year’s rose festival of Pasadena; the 
raisin and grape festivals of Fresno, Lodi and other 
sections; tile wild West rodeo as given annually 
at Salinas; forty-niner pageants by the gold counties; 
cherry, prune and almond blossom festivals by the 
counties of Hie Santa Clara and Sal! Joaquin val­ 
leys; and others wholly new. 
“Particularly gorgeous and appropriate will be tile 
symbolical 100-irtile water pageant, for wh ic h tenta­ 
tive plans have been considered by the sixteen coun­ 
ties comprised in the Sacramento Valley and Moun­ 
tain Counties Association. 
This is set tor the week 
beginning March 2.Ttli, and includes a brilliant marine 
pageant of over 300 floral barges arui decorated ves­ 
sels.. 
Starting from Sacramento on the 25th, 
Hie 
procession will float down the Sacramento river, 
spend the blight at Vallejo, and, crossing San Pablo 
and San Francisco bays Hie next morning, parade 
before the exposition buildings and come to anchor 
in yacht harbor. 
Tills is timed to arrive on the date 
of entrance through tIm* Golden Gate of th* interna­ 
tional naval parade bringing President Wilson and 
his Cabinet from the Atlantic by way of the Panama 
canal.”
